I told 
Mr. MeDouald (with much feeiiug) 
that if be woul give mea home 
anywhere he pleased, and as smali 
us he wanted it, and keep it apart 
from his father and from tue rest of 
them, | wouid be perfectly willing 
to live witn him un Me deomesday.”’ 

Ou redirect examination the vi- 
ness states that she bad always been 
willing to go back to her husband 
and had done everything in her 
power to bring about a reunion.

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In February, 1885, the Legislature 
passed an Act entitled An Act 
Relative to the Proving of Indian 
War Claims,” which autborized the 
State Board of Examiners to ex- 
amine into all claims presented by 
citizens for services rendered, 
money expended, indebtedness in- 
curred and supplies and necessaries 
furnished between January 1, 1860, 
and the date of the approval of the 
Act, in repelling invasions and sup- 
pressing Indian outbreaks aud hos- 
tilities within the territorial limite 
of the present State of Nevada. 
The Act further provided that as 
soun as all the claims presented un- 
der its provisions were finally acted 
upon by the Board, it shoffld be the 


duty of the Governor to transmit 
the cluims to the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, or 
other proper officer, and to urge the 
payment thereof by the Govern- 
ment at the earliest practicable 
day. The claims were duly pre- 
sented, acted u by the Board of 
Examiners and forwarded in the 
early part of 1886 by Governor 
Adams to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. There they were pigeon- 
holed until Senator Stewart resur- 
rected them, and on the lith in- 
stant he succeeded in having a re- 
lief bill passed in the Usited States 
Senate. The bill is now on the 
calendar of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, with every prospect of 
being favorably acted upon. The 
list which is appended below, is, 
however, but a partial list of suf- 
ferers from Indian depredations, as 
fully a score or more, eitber from 
neglect or ignorance of the pro- 
ceeding, failed to present their 
claims within the specified time. 
In order to give them a chance to 
present their claims, a second bili, 
coveriug the same ground, was 
passed by the last Legislature and 
approved by the Governor Febru- 
ary 8, 1887. These claims have al- 
ready been presented and acted 
upon by the Board of Examiners, 
aud are now in the hands of the 
proper Government officials. The 
bill which passed the Senate on the 
lith iost ut provides for the pay- 
ment to the parties named of the 
amounts set opposite their respec- 
tive names, as follows:

Johnson Sides Answers Editor 
Kelly of the “Silver State.” 

A few days ago the Silver State 
published an item which stated 
that Jubnson Sides and Captain 
Sam of the Piutes had been sum- 
marily bounced by the Shoshones 
from their grand powwow, held at 
Humboldt Wells last week. The 
reason given for sucb a proceeding 


the two Piute warriors were guilty 
of great presumption in attending 
and airing their views at the coun- 
cil, and the article gave the imprer- 
sion that the Shoshones were per- 
fectly able to attend to their own 
affairs without outside interference. 
This morning the GAZETTE sanc- 
tum was visited by the Premier, 
who desired a contradiction pub- 
lished, Accompanying him were 
Soldier Charley and Harry Preacher 
two. Shoshone braves, whom he 
brougbt to vouch for the truth of 
bis statemente. After prefaciug his 
speech with Um, ole Kel., pretty 


good man, be maka stake; some- 
body fovlum im, but he fliend ob 
mine, and I say noding about im; 
but ’im should know what’im write 
wid pencil,” the Premier said that 
the whole trouble was caus d by a 
drunken Shoshone trom Star Val- 
ley, who objected to their presence. 
His objections finally became 80 
vehement that Captain Sam and 
himself thought it would be better 
to leave, as the Piutes had always 
been friendly witn the Shoshoueas, 
and they did not care to remain and 
take part in any demonstration 
which would have a teudency to 
sever the fraternal bonds which 
bound the two tribes together. 80 
they left, despite the protestations 
of otuer members of the tribe, whe 
were indignant at the action of the 
druoken savage. The Premier also 
produc-d a letter, sigued by Soldier 
Charley and Harry Preacher, in 
which they invited him to attend 
the powwow, as they desired to 
confer with bim in regard to the 
death of Chiet Timoke, who was 
killed in Humboldt ce:nty some 
weeks ago, as weil as some other 
matters of great interest to the Sho- 
shones. 

Whenever the Premier would 
make a point in his speech he would 
look appealingly at his Shoshone 
frieuds, and both would respond 
with a grunt which would have 
frozen the marrow in LEitor 
Keily’s bones had he been 
here to hear them. The Premier 
said, in. cunclusion, that he would 
soon call on bis friend “Ole Kel.,”’ 
and get him to retract the libel, but 
if the Premier on his vixit to the 
sanctum ef the Silver State is as 
voluble as he was in the GAZETTE'S 
torture chamber (for the editors), 
the GAZETTE advi-es “Ole Kel’’ to 
have a bale of cotton ready to stuff 
into hie ears. The Premier is wound 
up, and nothing short of an early 
retraction will satisfy him. Unless 
this is speedily done, Eiitor Kelly 
will never survive the ‘'+peechiiy- 
ing“ which is in store for him.
